‘The Jleraldo, in an 
article protesting aguinst the supposed 
scheme of the United States Govern- 
meyt to annex the island of Cuba, says: 
“Biahe ought to recoilect that the 
congmss of AMerican nations plainly 
proved that Spanisi-Americans are not 
‘disposed to allow themselves to be ab- 
sorbed by the great northern repub- 
lie. 

“The people of Cuba,”’ it says, “are 
strongly Spanish aud equally opposed 
to becoming @ part of the United 
States. Probably. with the exception 
of tradesmen, there is no one in the 
island who is af al! desirous of annexa- 
tion. 

“Spain,” the J/eraldo continues,

THE PRINCIPLE AT STAKE. 


Tne Tives has its views as to the 
best selection that could be made for 
United States Senator.

There is, indeed, a great principle at 
stake in this contest.

AMERICAN AND BRITISH PAPERS 
COMPARED. 


A Scotch journalist named Thom- 
son, who has been visiting this coun- 
try, has given to Printer’s Ink, a 
weekly trade paper, his impressions 
of American newspapers as compared 
with those of the old country. 

Mr. Thomson finds a striking differ- 
ence between some of the leading 
American journals in style and make- 
up: instancing the New York World 
and the Baltimore Sun, both success- 
ful papers. His own publication, the 
Dundee Courier, being a haifpenny or 
one cent paper, he naturally paid par- 
ticular attention to that class of jour- 
nals. The circulation of the Chicago 
News, for a daily, has, he says, long 
been a wonder to newspaper men on 
the other side, although they baye sev- 


thé London weeklies publishing nearly 
a million copies, his own weekly pub- 
lished in Dundee, nearly reaching the 
quarter million mark. He finds that 
American weeklies lag beeind in circu- 


factthat British weeklies to a certain 
extent take the place of Sunday edi- 
tions on this side. There are practically 
no issues on Sunday in Great Britain, 
except, perhaps, half a dozen papers 
in. the largest cities. 

Mr. Thomson was astonished at the 
advertising rates received by such 
papers as the Youth’s Companion, 
which, he says, would make British 
newspaper proprietors rich in no time. 
The comparative cheapness of adver- 
tising space over there may, he thinks, 
account for the increasing flow of 
American advertisements to British 
Mr. Thomson further said: 


On the whole your papers seemed to me 
to have iarger circuiations for the popula- 
tion than ours, and more of your small 
towns seemed to support flourishing dailies 
than ours. know of no town in Scotland 
with less than 60,000 having a daily, whilea 
place of that size on your side would sup- 
port several. Even in our largest cities, 
with the exception of Loudon, there are not 
many dailies. in Glasgow, for instance, 
with a population similar to Chicago, there 
are only two morning daily papers and three 
evening papers. In Chicago | believe there 
is twice that number. Thisis no doubt ac- 
counted for by your advertisers going in for 
more geverous advertising. 

One great feature in newspaper publish- 
ing here 1 saw little of on your side is the 
issue of contents bills. Theonly thing of 


tin boards at the newspaper office doors. 
Nearly every paper here puts out these con- 
tents bills, stating principal items of news 
and principal articles, and for our Dundee 
Courier and Dundee Weekly News we give 
out one bill for each agent—the total num- 
berof which selling our papers exceeds 


‘ 

Our papers are not sent by mail to the 
same extent as yours, as the postage here is 
a halfpennvy—equivalent to 1 cent of your 
money—on each paper.. 

I noticed that many of vour newspapers 
are owned by campanies or corporations. 
Here, as a rule, papers belong to single in- 
dividuals, private firms; or families. My 
papers, for instance, belong entirely to my 
father, my brothers and myself. 

‘There are other differences, but too mony 
to mention. The condensing of long 
speeches is a very wise thing on the part of 
your papers. Here it is by no means un- 
common to see four or tive close-set col- 
umus of solid type, with not a headline to 
relieve it. 

ln machine department things are pretty 
similar on both sides, although in the ibtro- 
duction of electric motors to drive news- 
paper presses some of your papers are 
abead. 

In the invention of typesetting and line- 
setiing machinery you seem to have most ot 
the genius, having no less than four type- 
line composing machines.

Stories of Boodle. 
{Sacramento Cor San Franc'sco Bulletin.) 

A rumor was current here yesterday 
that other exposures would follow that 
of the Sacramento Assemblyman, and 
it served to frighten the boodle mem- 
bers and the lobbyists out of their wits. 
How many of them have been talking 
to newspaper detectives and ‘“‘giviong 
away’? the secrets of the legislative 
combines, none of them knew. There 
was a great deal of talk concerning 
the boodile bills passed at this session, 
aud some of it is absolutely biood- 
curdling. ‘There are said to be com- 
binations to trade and pass bills in 
both houses, and so powerful are 
they that no measure behind which 
there are any corporate or individual 
interests can pass without the use of 
money. Itis a common report that 
$20,000 was paid to pags the Glenn 
County Bill; that $20,750 has been 
raised to pay for the passage of the 
bill creating the county of Riverside; 
that many thousand dollars were paid 
to defeat the Railroad Reassessment 
Bill and the constitutional amendment 
abolishing the Railroad Commission 
and that $1000 apiece was paid for 
votes against all the ‘‘cinch’’ insurance 
bill. It would be hard to prove all 
these things, but they are talked of so 
glibly that one, who keeps track of the 
voting that takes place in the two 
houses, can hardly refrain from credit- 
ing them. 

It is said that each of these combina- 
tions has an agent in the lobby, who is 
authorized to negotiate with outside 
citizens for the passage ofbills. When 
the money is put up then the agent in- 
forms the members, and they vote solid. 
In the lobby the combines are said to 
be composed of “medicine men’’—that 
is tosay, men who wiil take ‘‘medi- 
cine.”’. The combines sometimes work 
very cheaply. or iustance, it is 
alleged that the Senate struck the 
wheei of fortunefrom the bill to pro- 
hibit gambling for $750. This netted the 
members about $40 apiece; but that 
was all there was in it, for the wheel- 
of-fortune men had no money. Itis 
said that none of the money accumu- 
lated by these pools has yet been di- 
vided, but that when it is the members 
will clean up $8000 apiece. It seems 
impossible to believe ail these stories, 
but they are notorious, and are serving 
t6 give this Legislature the worst name 
a body of lawmakers ever had in Cali- 
fornia. 

What object an all-wise Providence 
bad in throwing into its hands the fill- 
ing of a vacancy in the United States 
Senate itis impossible to guess. Per- 
haps it will result in good, however. 
If the Senatorship is sold, some of the 
boodlers may be caught and put where 
they belong.

Arrest of a Chicago Forger After a 
Long Pursuit. 

Caicaco, March 8.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| President Sellers of the 
Title Guarantee and Trust Company 
has received a telegram from Florence, 
Kan., announcing that George H. 
Lipe had been arrested at Guthrie, and

who is ason of Ciark and Elizabeth 
Lipe, residing at Denver, is wanted 
here to answer a charge of having 
committed and uttered certain forger- 
ies. In 1889 and 1890, Lipe produced 
deeds tosome property owned by Mrs. 
Lipe iu Chicago, which had been trans- 
ferred to him. The deeds were appar- 
enily all right. Im the firet instance 


“Lipe borrowed 2800 from Leslie Carter, 


aud iu the iasi transaction effected a 
loan of $11,000 from J. J. McGrath. 
The deéds were duly recorded and the 
Guarantee and Trust Company 
granted a title, Four months ago 
Clark Lipe instituted suit in the name 
of his wife, Elizabeth, to set aside 
these deeds on the ground that they 
were forgeries. The Trust Company 
at once paid over $19,000 to Carter and 
McGrath. 

George Lipein the meantime went 
to Guthrie and invested largely in rea!- 
estate there, and was_also interested in 
a bank which recently failed. Hearing 
thatan officer was after him Lipe went 
to Texas, thence’ to Colorado, New 
Mexico, California, and several times 
to Mexico. Finaliy, misled by the pol- 
icy of indifference pursued by the Ti- 
tle Guarantee and T-ust Company, he 
returned to Gutiirie where he was ar- 
rested. It has cost the Trust Company 
$10,000 in addition tothe $19,000 wuich 
i, had to make good, to capture him.

Telegraph companies persistently print 
at the top of their message blanks a 
warning that they are not responsible 
for mistakes im transmission, and they 
also proffer, in very small type, the ad- 
vice that “‘to guard against mistakes or 
delays the sender of a message should 
order it repeated; that is, telegraphed 
back to the originating office for com- 
parison,” at an additional charge of one- 
half the regular rate. The notice has 
steadily adorned the bianks in spite of 
court decisions tha: the companies are 
responsible for errors, whether the mes- 
sages are repeated or not, and in spite of 
the additional fact that it is rarely read, 
or, if it is, the interest excited is only 
casual. Nobody ever seems to accept 
the advice regarding repetition. 

An operator, speaking of the old no- 
tice recently, said that in an experience 
of fifteen years he had never seen but 
one message bearing the order to repeat, 
and it was regarded as a great curiosity. 
This message fell a victim to extessive 
caution. It was bound from New York 
to San Francisco. It contained but one 
word, the little word ‘‘Yes.” It was re 
ligiously repeated back from overy relay 
station between the Atlantic and Pacific, 
but by some misfortune, due to a second 
of abstraction on the part of an oper- 
ator, or to a timely but unfortunate 
flip” of the instrumncnt, the word was 
changed to “‘No.” A big row ensued, 
and an operator in New York nearly lost 
his position.—New York Times. 


Healthfainess of the Electric Light. 

The healthfulness of the electric light 
was recently illustrated in a striking 
manner. Somerailway men were dis- 
cussing in a car factory the relative ad- 
vantages of illumination by gas and 
electricity, and the 2dvocates of each 
system remained unconvinced by the 
other, Finally the superintendent of the_ 
factory suggested that the matter could 
easily be put to a practical test, and 
turning on the gas in the smoking com- 
partment of an adjacent car he invited 
the officials inside,»

A like test, made in a compartment 
lighted by incandescents, was attended 
by a very different reeult, and-the ver- 
dict which followed was unanimous for 
the cool, wholesome light.

New and Attractivs Ways of Cooking 
and Serving Fish-—Numerous 
Varieties of Vegetable . 
Soup.

To serve a dinner at once appetizing 
and substantial without the -use of 
either flesh or fowl is a difficult under- 
tuking. In many families, especially 
in Let, when fhe various fish in the 
marketis limited, the probiem is too 
apt to be solved by a bounuteous provi- 
sion of codfish steaks, or some other 
form of fried fish, and a goodly number 
of vegetables; a coinbination neither | 
elegant not appetizing. In this paper 
I wish to suggest some Ways of serving 
the common fish of the season, found 
in almost all markets, which shali be 
at once simple and dainty. 

\WWhere fish in some form must be the 
piece de resistance of a dinner it is 
well to add acourse or two and make 
the meal mere elaborate, if less sub- 
stantial than usual. Always bave a 
soup audif possible a salad, and re- 
“member that not ail vegetabies are 

admissible with fish—spiuach, toma- 
toes and peas are all good, as are 
oyster plant, cauliflower and stewed 
celery, and when a salad is not served 
asa separate course, lettuce, celery. 
and cold slaw may appropriately ac- 
coipany fish—but rigorously eschew 
beans, beets, sweet potatoes, cabbage 
and turnips. Ou the other hand be 
liberal in vour provision. of Olives, 
pickles, horseradish aud condiments 

nerally.

They are easily Made 
and natritious and a failure is 4imost 
impossible. With most of them a lib- 
eral use of butter and milk is the 6e- 
cret of success. 

Tomato Soup—To a quart can of to- 
matoes add a quurtot hot water, a 
heaping teaspoontul of salt, a sliced 
onion and three cloves. Stew gently 
in an earthen pot at least two Lours. 
Rub through @ soup strainer, add more 
sult if needed und a little pepper. Re- 
turn the strained liquid to the fire with 
two tablespooniuls of rice and cook 
slowly two hours longer. ‘Twenty 
minutes before serving add a tabie- 
spoonful of butter and a tablespoonful 
of chopped parsi¢y. Serve with squares 
of toasted bread. Fora mock visque 
soup stew the tomatoes without any 
waiter. After straining add the butter 
and a quarter of a teaspognful of soda. 
Boil up and thicken with a Lablespoon- 
ful of four orcornstarch. Just beiore 
serving add a pint and a bait of boil- 
ing milk. Mix well and pour intwa 
tureen. 

Celery Soup—Boil afew stalks of 
celery 10 a pint of salted water. When 
gsoftrun through a sieve, letting the 
water run threugh also. Add a quart 
of milk apd hali ateaspoontul of ouion 
juice and season with pepper and salt, 
und bring the soup toa builing point. 
‘'Thicken with a tablespoonful of flour 
rubbed smooth with w Labiespoont(ul of 
butter. 

Green Pea Soup.—Pour off the liquor 
from a can of green peas of the inferior 

rade, usually sold tor 10 cents a can.

A Cheap Oyster Soup.—When you 
cook fried oysters save the liquor when 
you drain them. Scaldit aud set it 
Bway until the next day. When you 
are ready to use it bring 1t to the boili- 
ing point, add an equal quantity of 
milk, butter, pepper und salt, boik* up 
and thicken slightiy with flour. It is 
not, of course, so good as a soup made 
of oysters and liquor both, but it does 
very wellfura prelude to something 
more substantial. 

Fish Soup.—Boil a pound of fresh 
cod or haddock in a quart of salted 
boiling water, with a swall onion until 
itis all to pieces. Rub it through a 
sieve, add aquart of milk, a table- 
spoontul of bulier, pepper and salt to 
taste, anda littie flueiy cut parsley. 
Return it to the fire, boil it up again 
und serve. Skim milk will answer 
very well for all vegetables or fish 
soups. 

For our piece de resistance we must, of 
coarse, have tish, and itis one of the 
lions in the way thatthe fish markets 
in Lent offer so littie variety. Shad 
sometimes makes it appearance in Feb- 
ruary, butis geveraliy small in sze 
and inferior in quality. Mackerel, 
biue fist: and salmou are entirely out 
of seasoa'.”© With the exception of cod, 
halibut and haddock, almost all the 

For our 
dinners, t.bereiore, we must depend on 
the excellence of our sauces rather 
than on thw merits of our fish. 

Boiled Fiuib.—Select asquare piece of 
cod or balibut from the ceuter of the 
fish. Wrap it in a piece of cheese- 
cloth and cook it in salted boiling 
water with a tablespoonful of vinegar, 
allowing tev 1ainutes foreach pound of 
fish. When it is done remove tne skin 
and serve it with any of the following 
sauces formed ‘round it. 

Egg Sauce.—* tir two tablespoonsful 
each of butter aad flour over the tire 
until perfectiy smooth. Adda pint of 
boiling water avd coniinue stirring 
until the sauce is thick and smooth. 
Season with # scant teaspooniul of 
salt, a very little white pepper and add 
a couple of bard-bo.led eges cut into 
small pieces. 

Parsiev Sauce.—Make a drawn but- 
ter by the rule first given and add the 
juice of a lemon and atablespooniul of 
chopped pars:ey. 

Otive Sauce.—To a pint of drawn 


tablespoonfuls of butter and beat in a 
tablespoouinul cf lemon juice, a tea- 
spooufual of paraley and a teaspoon’ ul 
of salt, Spread 16 thickly over the fish 
just before serving, 

Canned Saimon Hollandaise Sauce.— 
Get the best salmon which comes in a 
single piece. Open the can very care- 
fully just below the top. Drain off the 
oil and set the cah in atin of boiling 
water and heat it- for twenty minutes. 
Slide it carsfuliyon a platter and cover 
it with the sauce, 

Sauce Hollaudaise.—Rub two tabie- 
spoon uis of butter to a cream, add 
gradually the yolks of two eggs, a ta- 
viespoonfai ef lemon juice, haif a ta- 
blespoonful of salt and a dash of cay- 
enfie pepper, beating bard. Set the 
dish containing the mixture (a thin 
china bowl is best) in a pan of boiling 
water over the range, beat a minute 
and add a baif cup of boiling water, 
beating allthe time. When it thickens 
like soft custard it is done, 

Fillets of Halibut.—Have slices cut 
an inch thick from the center of the 
fish. Cut each slice in two, removing 
the bone in the center. Sprinkle them 
Wicd salt and let them stand an hour. 
This makes the fish firm. Beat an egg 
with a tablespoonful of water. Dip 
each piece of fish first in egg and then 
in biscuit meal. Fry them in shallow 
tat to a golden brown, arrange on a bed 
of parsley and garnish with slices of 
lemvun. 

If you have aset of Japanese china 
fishes, or one of white china baking 
shells, a aumber of entrees are easily 
prepared and served. Almost any 
kind of cold cooked fish may be 
minced, mixed with an equal quautity 
of bread crumbs, moistened with 
cream or milk, and highly seasoned. 
Fill the sbeils with the mixture, 
sprikle the tops thickly with fine 
cracker crumbs and bake until brown. 
Salmon done in this way is particularly 
good and pretty. Pass thinly sliced 
lemon with it. Scalloped oysters, 
deviled clams and deviled lobster may 
all be served this way and made avail- 
able as entrees. 

Fish Croquettes.—Have a pint of 
cold boiled fish picked fine. Bring half 
a pint of milk to a bvil, thicken it with 
two tablespeonsful of flour rubbed 
smooth with a tabiespoonful of butter, 
and stir it until it is perfectly. smooth. 
Remove from the fire, add the fish, 
and season with a teaspoonful of chop- 
ped parsiey and pepper and sait to 
taste. When the mixture is cold and 
firm, moula it into balls or cylinders, 
dipin egg or cracker crumbs, aod fry. 
Serve with peas. This quantity will 
make tweive large or eiguteen small 
croquettes. 

Oyster Croquettes.—Brinog a solid 
pint of oysters toa boliin their own 
liquid. Kemvuve them from the fire, 
aud cut each oyster into three pieces. 
Proceed as in the foregoing rule, using 
half oyster liquor and balf milk, in- 
stead of plain milk and flavering with 
afew drops of onion juice and pepper 
and sait. 

Macaroni Croquettes.—Boil a third 
ofa package of macaroni: in salted 
boiling water twenty minutes, aud cut 
it into quarter inci lengths. Meltina 
sinall saucepan a tablespoonfui of but- 
ter, add a tabiespoonful of flour and 
cook @ minute, and add a cup anda 
half of milk, two tablespoonfuils of 
grated cheese, salt and pepper. Cook 
iwo minutes, stirring cousltanuy. 
move from the fire and add the beaten 


crumbs and raisingsanc citrons. Pour 
over this a custard of a pintof miik, 
two eggs, three tablespoonsful of sugar 
and alittle sait. Flavor with vapiila, 
Let the pudding stand an hour and 
only steam it three-quarters of an 
hour. Eat it hot with hard sauce. 
Jonquil Biane Mangé.—Bvil quart 
of miik with a teaspoonful of salt and 
and four tablespoonsiul of sugar. Soak 
half a box of gelatine an hour in a tea- 
cup of milk and when the miik boils 
stirit in. When it is dissolved add 
the yolks of four eggs. Fiavor with 


Jvanilla, pour into a mould wet. with} 


cold water, and set it away to barden. 
Serve with whipped cream heaped 
around it. 

Coffee Jelly.—Soak a half box of gel- 
atine balf'an hour in a cup of cold 
watef. Have acup of clear strong cof- 
fee boiling bot, add the soaked golatine 
aud a cup of sugar, stir wntil the gela- 
tine is dissolved and strain through a 
flannel bagimtoa mould, Serve with

For a salad at dinner lettuce with a 
simple French dressing of two table- 
spoonstul of oij toone of vinegar is 
better thau anything else, and in city 
markets is always attainable.

MAYOR LUKENS’S CURIOS 
A Valuable Mineral and Geologica 
Collection—Miss Graham’s Mu- 
.sicale—Locals, Personal” 
and Brevities. 


No one passes Mayor T. |’. Lukens’ 
beautiful residence and spacious, well- 
kept grounds on North Moline avenue, 
but to admire them. But while the 
building’s exterior and the general 
surroundings delight the eye, the in- 
terior contains no end of interesting 
things, which deserve more than pass- 
ing mention, and which comparatively 
few Pasadenians outside of Mr, Lu- 
kens’ circle of immediate friends know 
anything about. 

Interest centers in the large apart- 
ment on the south side of the house, to 
the left as one enters. This room, 
among other things, contains one of 
the finest individual mineral and geo- 
logical collections in the country. It 
centains over 2000 specimens, many 
of which cannot be duplicated. 

A detailed description would bs 
well-nigh impossible, so mention will 
be made only of such specimens as at- 
tract special attention. An Aus- 
tralian opal, beautifully colored, and 
one of the largest specimens of the 
kind known of, takes the lead. Near 
by is a large cluster of crystals of 
antimony from Japan and the gold 
rock of Japan. There are nu- 
merous specimens of fluor of every 
shade; ametbyste, a large number of 
copper specimens, including pure fna- 
tive copper, ruby copper, malachite 
from Siberia and Arizona, red oxide of 
copper, and antimony. 

The collection contains also some 
thirty specimens of petrified 
stalagmites, and 


wood, stalactites, 
in every conceivable shape, Some 
of the  atalactites aro three 
feet long. There are rare and 
beautiful specimens of iron pyrites, 
including the spear-head, and a rare 
collection of crystals, onyx, jasper, 
agates, geodes, garnets, galena, and a 
large Mexican opal. 

Of ores there 1s a rich abundance, 
including gold and silver specimens in 
variety. ‘There is lava from Vesuvius, 
Mount Hecla, Java, and other places. 
Tnere is also a moat interesting collec- 
von of Indian baskets, representing 
the handiwork of over fifty tribes, be- 
sides other Indian work of various 
descriptions. 

Among the most interesting articles 
in the room is the gun John Brown 
carried to Harper’s Ferry, and 
which was rt away by his 
son ween. ith it is the 
cartridge-box that belonged to the his- 
toric John, with bullet-molds and some 
bullets molded by him. The visitor 
may seat himeelf inachair of ginger 
wood grown in Corea. While the plant 
Was growing it was trained to form an 

armchair which consists of one con- 
tinuous plant, and which was twenty 
years in assuming its present shape. 
A cane, with 410 woodcuts, rock- 
carved by the Hida Indians, also at- 
tracts attention. Hanging on the 
walls and onthe floor are numeroug 
skins of bears, wolves, foxes, wolver- 
ines, lynxes, etc. 

The above contains only a hint of 
what the visitor may find in the way 
of curios at the home of our popular 
Mayor. The collection must be seen 
to be appreciaced, and plenty of time 
may well be given to a study of it.

Wee Fay Koll Of the Sunfter. 

At @ meeting of the Confederate Sur 
vives’ association in Atlanta Capt. 
Fras M. Myers laid before the veterans 
a correspondence of recent date between 
his brother, Maj. Henry Myers, of Jack- 
sonville, Fla.,.and Librarian Charles 
Herbst, of Macon, in reference to the 
sale by the latter to the Libby Prison 
museum at Chicago of the pay muster 
roll of the Confederate ship of war Sum- 
ter, of which Maj. Myers was paymas- 
ter. ‘In the letters Maj. Myers pro- 
nounces the sale of the relic unauthor- 
ized, says he gave it to Mr. Herbst in 
1871 only as librarian of the Atlantic 
library that it might be preserved 
therein, and he calis upon Mr. Herbst to 
make restitution to the Veterans’ asso- 
ciation.

CLEVERLY TRAPPED AT LAST 


The Story Begins at Pasadena and 
Terminates ina Berlin Criminal 
Court-—The Career of an 
Accomplished Villain. 


About three years ago, jast about the end 
of the boom, a coucert company visited tos 
Angeles, coming from San Fr neisco. The 
company Was under the management of 
Gihivert MeCiurg, a San Francisco newe- 
paper man, aud included amoug its mem- 
bers Emil Seifert, a violinist of considera- 
b.e ability, and a musical composer of sume 
merit. About this same time L. Montgom- 
ery Mather also appeared in Los Augeies, 
but whether he was connected witb the 
company or not is unkoowno. The other 
members of the c.mpansy were Herr 
Kohler, pianist, and Signor Modini, The 
auveut of the company created quite a stir 
in «6©secial and ior a_ time 
the musicians were the lions of 
the hour, aud among other attentious shown 
Wes @ reCepliva atthe art emporium 
vf Sioan & Muuge on Spring street, ou 
which occasion Mr. Mather wade his first 
appearauce a3 au eloculivnist bufure 
Angeles audience in “Hamilet’s Address to 
tue Piayers,” in which be afterward Dbe- 
came more or less famvus, The members 
uf tue Company, With the exception of del- 
fert, Were, #0 lar aS Kuuown, gentiemen, 
and Conducted themsei Ves as sucu, but the 
Viulinist Was ab Diackguard, 
Seifert b.d figured in a disgracefui affair in 
Colorado, he iaving attempted Ww a 
young lady whom be bed induced to ac 
company Limon acoacert tour, and ouly 
escaped lynching by getting out of the 
State, As astuis became Known, the 
tellow was prumptiy “cut” by his former 
assuciates, and the du rs of respectavie 
houses Were closed against him, The 
reprovate’s Career was nut given the pub- 
iicity it deserved, but he svop found thecity 
iov Hotty boid iim, He then went out to 
Pasaueua, where ue remaiued some time, 
vut, aS hud been the Case in every place Le 
ever Visited, he piayed himself out, and w s 
culmpelled to leave Caliturvia, He 
Was, however, heard frog occasionally at 
various places for some months, wuen he 
drupped trom sht entirely. 

Several weeks ago an Associated Press 
dispaici to ‘Tue limes from Beriin gave 
au oulline of the trial and sentence of an 
adventurer for Diackmaling ap Awe¥ricap 
i.dy. Mr. Paul Cvulverg, director of the 
Geimau Conservatory of Music, has ieft at 
tunis office cupies of the Beriin Vossische 
Zuwtuny tor the aud of the Gerichts- 
z. tung of the l4tu of February. containing 
iull particulars of this case, ‘Lhef liowiug 
iratsiation Of the artic.eio the former pa- 
per wil be interesting to many readers of 
iue limes. It appears that the Berliu ad- 
Venturer 18 Hobe ower than the person re- 
ferred to at the outset of this article, Tue 
lady referred to as “Mrs. McG.” is under- 
stood to be «a Mra. McGuire. ‘The n me of 
the iady referred to as *‘Miss F.”’ is civen ip 
the otuer Berlin paper as Miss 

“A yery .dventureus individual swod to- 
day befure the barin Depsariment Three of 
the Loc.| District C.urt in tue person of 
Car! Kwil Seifert, a musical composer, The 
offenses with which he was charged were 
blackmail aud resist«pee of the authorities. 

**L he accused formerly lived here, where he 
was married in i86Y, and went wiih his wife 
to America in 1874. In 1880 marriage 
was dissoived by tue Superior Court of But- 
faio on the grvund of adultery on part 
of the accused, and he was expressly 
forbidden to marry ‘gain during the 
lifetime of his wife. On the very 
day of his divorce, however, he induced 
his wifeto make before a notory a sworn 
statement thathe had ber permission to 
marry again. Hisdivuerced wife returned 
to Germany Whiie the accused remuined ip 
America. 

“Ip the year 1888 in California he became 
acquainted with a Mrs. Dr. McG, McGuire, 
Ep. Times} who was stopping there with 
her invatid husband. He became tne iady’s 
music-teacher, and as he was possessed of 
Cuusiderabie superficial taient und a pieas- 
ing appearance he won the affections of the 
Wealthy lady who became engaged 
to bim the same year that her hus- 
band died. He told her that he owned 
property in California. and 8000 thalers 
deposited in Germany, which amvunts 
would be avalable when his youngest 
chiid reached its majority. As he furiher 
gave Mrs. McG. the assurance that he in- 
tended to marry her very shortiy, that lady 
was easily induced to lend him $2100, 

“Mesutime the accused bad become an 
Awerican citizen, and returned to Germany 
in IXoM% Shortly after Mrs. McG. tolluwed 
him. He went to: fetch her trom Bremer- 
aven, and toralong time lived with ber 
in great style at ber expense, They stopped 
abuut two weeks in Dresden; remained 
uutii April, 1890, in Vienna, during all of 
which time Mrs. McG, not only paid their 
expenses, but alsu presented the accused in 
Vienna with a $1000 note. From Vienna 
the couple came to Berliv, the accused still 


‘living at the expense of his companion, in 


Lavin he constantly kept alive the hope of 
coming a composer of music. He spent 
with her severai months of that summer at 
Kanigs-Wusterhausen, whtre be gave 
music lessons to Mrs. McG’s daughter as 
weil as herself, and was very svon uufaitb- 
ful to her. 

‘There lived with Mrs, McG, as compan- 
ion, a Miss D. F. who bad accompanied her 
to Germany for the purpose of studying 
wusic, While they were yet in Vienna 
a ilove affair had sprung up between 
ber and the accused, whieh was 
continued 380 openly during their 
residence in the country that at last Mrs. 
McG, found herself compelied to ask of the 
accused ap explanation of this condition of 
things. ‘The wowan was, however, so 
blindly enamored of the man thathe suc- 
ceeded not only in pacifying her, but also 
iv obtaining from ber, asa “proof of love,”’ 
& wrilien Statement, in which s e falsely 
deciared that undue intimacy had existed 
between theui during the lifetime of ber 
husband, 

“As soon as Seifert had this document in 
his pocket he became recklessiy bold. 
When the party returned to Berlin he in- 
formed Mrs. McG. that he intended to marry 
Miss F., and compelied the lady to give bim 
a writteR prumise to pay for their support 
until be should find profitable empioy ment. 
hie compelled ber to sign this under the 
threat that if she did not he would have her 
criminal biograptyy published in the New 
York Police Gazette, together with her por- 
trait. By aid of this threat the dangerous 
man succeeded in eradually extracting from 
the frightened woman 5000 marks anda 
quantity of jewelry. 

“In November he went with Miss F. to 
London, where he married her and then re- 
turned with her to Beriin tocoentinue ob- 
taining his forced contributions. Under 
the same threat he demanded of Mra. Me- 
G, 5000 marks “to start a newspaper.” On 
this occasion, however, he was put «ff and a 
trap laid for him. On the day upon which 
the lady had arranged to meet the accused 
she placed in an adjoining room a guide 
who understands Engiish and could over- 
hear every word which passed between the 
two, The accused came and again de- 
manded 2000 marks, repeating bis former 
threats, atthe same time drawing a revol- 
ver and threatening to shoot+her the 
moment she should indicate to any 
action against him. Mrs. McG. drew him a 
check on the Bank of Dresden for 2 
marks, Meauwhile notifying the bank not 
pay (and informed the police authori- 

ies. 


“Officer Krajewski was charged with the. 


duty of arresting Seifert, The officer en- 


countered him on the 27th of November at the 
borse-car station on Nollenuorf Piatz and 
ordered the man to accompany him tothe 
police station. He refused to do so deciar- 
ing that he was an American citizen, and 
threatening to strike the policeman with bis 
umbreiia if he molested him further. It 
was only when the latter -was about to 
draw his revolver that Seifert agreed to 
cccompany him tothe Station, where he 
was examined. 

“The accused, who is remarkably ready 
With his tongue and pen.gave a description 
of bis life which resembled a chapter from 
aromance, He told a great deai adout the 
highly-paid plane lessons which he had 
given iu California to the aristocracy of that 
pace and of the large sums of money 
which he had earned until he met with bad 
luck. Hemade the acquaintance of Mra. 
MeG. at a soirée in Pasadena, and

won: to bis parents at Nurwalk in Ohio, 
afterwards traveling in Mexico, Gautemala, 
Honduras, San Salvador, Nicaragua, Pan- 
aina and other places. The money received 
from Mrs. Mc. hid been used to purchase 
curiosities which he wished to bring to his 
friends in Europe. In Europe he found 
letters from Mrs. McG. asking him to 
fetch her from Bremen. They then began 
to live togetier in Germany. He denied 
baving wade false represeniations tw the 
weman or threatened her, and  aiso 
affirmed that it was bis firm intention to 
marry her but was prevented from doing so 
by her delays and excuses. The sums of 
money which he received from her were 
not spent for his own benefit, but for their 
common good, 

“According to his account they both ap- 
pear to have lived in great styie in Berlin, 
vccupying the best seats in the theaters 
and eating at the best restaurants. The 
accused’s eounsel did his best to cast doubt 
upon the guiitof the prisoner and to bring 
into discredit the trustworthiness of 
Mrs. McG. It was of no avail, however, for 
there appeared agaiust the accused three 
women, who seemed to all entertain the 
same spite against him. These were bis 
first divorced wife, the betrayed lady to 
whom be had promised marriage, and his 
resent wife, formerly Miss F. What these 
adies testified «gainst the accused, is not 
known, «8 their evidence was given in 
private, 

“The State Prosecutor considered the 
charge fully proved, and tb 


accused was an extremely danger- 
ous man. He° demanded an _ im- 
prisonment of. fifteen months. The 


court went further, holding that the accused 
under false pretenses and with the inten- 
tion of leaving Mrs. McG. tn the lurch, 
lived tora long time at her expense, while 
he leda life that was atieast suspicious. 
The court declared further its conviction 
that everything which the accused had said 
about the compromising actions of Mrs. 
McG. was faise, and that he bad taken ad- 
vantage of the lady’s regard for him ina 
dishonorable and contemptible manner. 
He therefore condemned the accused to two 
years’ imprisonment and two years’ loss of 
rights.’”’ 


CHIEF GLASS. 


Looking up R>cord in Jefferson- 
Ville, Ind. 

A Jeffersonville (lnd.,) paper recently re- 
ceived io this city, contains an item to the 
effect that letters have been received in 
that city from an official of Los Angeles, 
making inquiries about the record of Chief 
Giass while be was chief of police and after- 
wards Mayor of Jeffersonville. Chief 
Glass, when asked about the matter yester- 
day, said that he had aiso received the 
paper containing the item, and also private 
letters telling him about it. Thechief did 
not seem to be at all aunoyed over the in- 
vestigation, remarking that he was only 
sorry that be bad not been consulted, as he 
could have prubably saved tne parties 
some trouble. He would giadly have 
given them the names of any buwm- 
ber of =responsibie men dJet- 
fersonville to whom they could have 
written, in fact they could have taken the 
city directory and picked out any pames 
they desired. Notonly that, but there are 
probably twenty or thirty men from J: ffer- 
sonville right bere in the city, mostly 6.- 
gaged in busipess, and any of these could 
be consulted, ‘The chief said that he under- 
stood that pirticuiar attention had been 
paid to looking up his war record, with s 
view to finding out whether he had served 
in the Confederate army. In regard to this, 
the chiet said that had anyone asked him, 
he would have toid them that he had, ana 
thus saved them the delay in sending a iet- 
teracouple of thousand miles, when that 
piece of iuformation could have been ob- 
tuilned by calling at his office. The chief 
said that be only hoped that his record 
would be “dug up,” and be would be per- 
fectly willing to have it published, as he 
was rather proud « f it, and would not object 
to seeing it in print.
